City of Mexico,: May © 20.—-Mexican 
troops are ‘being’ removed to the Gau- 
temalan frontier. This information 
reached the capitol today. in a private 
telegram. The troopg are. being con- 
veyec over the Pan-American Railroad. 
In what numbers or for what pur- 
poses these soldiers are being moved 
southward is not known outside of of- 
ficial circles, 

What Does It Mean. 

It ig said that the transferrence of 
these troops may simply be the carry- 
ing out of previous orders t{ssued by 
the war department in pursuance of a 
Plan of mobilization which carries 
with it no special significance. It was 
learned today, however, that the war 
department had countermanded the 
order directing the Mexican gunboat 
Tampico to proceed to the port of San 
Jose ce Gautemala and there take on 
board Senor Gamboa, the Mexican min- 
ister to Gautemala, who was to have 
fone to San Salvador. The Tampico 
is still in the harbor at Salina Cruz, 
and. the Mexican minister is still in 
Gautemala City. ; 

An American business man now in 
the city, who arrived from San Sal- 
vador a few days ago, says it is only 
&® question of time when President 
Figueroa of Salvador will be confront- 
ed with a formidable revolution. This 
authority says conditions in the latter 
republic are rapidly approaching the 
chaotic condition of affairs now exist- 
ing in Gautemala. Figueroa has suc- 
ceeded in blocking three incipient rev- 
Olutions and as a result is indiscrim- 
inately throwing suspects in jail: 

Zelaya To Aid Revolution. 

These unexpected developments have 
for the time being checked the plans 
of the men who are organizing the 
revolution against Cabrera. They de- 
pend absolutely on the aid of Presi- 
dent Zelaya of Nicaragua. The revo- 
lutionary general, Toledo, is now in 
Managua, capitol of Nicaragua. As 
soon as President Zelaya believes the 
time ripe, it is reported, he will lend 
soldiers and equipment to General To- 
ledo for the attack on Cabrera. Ze- 
laya, however, will not move until he 
is sure of the support of Honduras and 
Salvacor. In the former republic he 
has his hands full in endeavoring to 
restore order and render permanent 
the tenure of office of President Davi- 
la. Open war is being engaged in in 
Honéuras among political factions, 
each led by a presidential aspirant. 
While many believe the threatened 
revolution in Salvador is_ secretly 
backed by Zelaya, who wishes to name 
@ successor to President Figueroa, all 
are agreed that the troubles of the 
Central American republics are as yet 
in their insipiency.

INADEQUATE TO CRIME 


Digging Ditches at $1.50 Preferable 
To Growing Rich by the Meth.- 
ods of the Trust—Fines Ass- 
essed Against Members 
of the Trust. 


Chicago, May 20.—Judge Landis today 
fined F. A. Holbrook, the American 
Seating Company, and the A. H, An- 
drews Company $5,000 each, and nine 
other furniture companies amounts rang- 
ing from $500 to $2,000, for violation of 
the anti-trust laws in forming a con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade. The de- 
fendants pleaded guilty. 

Judge Landis preceeded the delivery of 
sentence by scathing denunciation of 
the methods adopted by the church and 
school furniture trust, declaring that the 
punishment fixed by law is inadequate to 
fit the crime. 

“When I reflect upon the methods re- 
sorted to,’ said Judge Landis, ‘‘I won- 
der why men engaged in such business 
to get money. Almost any man, .l 
should think, would prefer to work in a 
ditch at $1.60 a day. That is unqueés- 
tionably a moré@ dignified method.” 
Judge Landis said that Holbrook acted 
as a sort of clearing “house for the ‘com- 
bine, which called itself the Prudential 
Club. Holbrook apportioned the con- 
tracts and by means of “dummy” bids, 
members of the combine avoided compe- 
tition. 

Judge Landis said the comparative 
poverty of the smaller firms of the com- 
bine made it his duty not to inflict the 
maximum punishment, as they might be 
forced into bankruptcy. 

“To keep them in independent opera- 
tion,’’ gaid Judge Landis, ‘‘Is the only 
hope consumers have against the big 
concerns. If we were to put them out 
of business the Andrews and American 
Seating Companies would have no diffi- 
culty in taking full control.”

ment has decided to renew the cases 
against the so-called fertilizer trust 
\before the United States district: court 
at Richmond, Va. About a year ago 
the government secured the indictmen: 
and arrest of a Jarge number of per- 
sons residing in different parts of the 
country on a charge of evading the 
Sherman anti-trust law, and sought .to 
secure the removal to Nashvilie, wher: 
suit was being: vegun, of such defend- 
ants as resided; outside of the state of 
Tennessee. The Virginia defendants, 
however, contended that, before they 
|could be removed from the state, they 
should be given preliminary hearings 
to determine -the. sufficiency of the 
evidence .on which their removal was 
asked.;The cour: sustained the gov- 
ernment on this point, but on an ap- 
peal taken before the United States 
Supreme court about two months ago 
found. against the government, but 
without prejudice to its case, and or- 
dered that the defendants be dis- 
charged. 

The department of justice has now 
decided to try the individual defend- 
ants in the states in which they re- 
side, and will almost’ immediately pro- 
ceed to secure the indictment and re- 
arrest of the Virginia parties to the 
alleged combinaticn. Other cases and 
arrests will, it is. said, be made 
Tennessee and other states. It is said 
there are thirty-one fertilizer com- 
panies in the alleged combination, and 
that originally twenty-four individuals 
were indicted and arrested.

MORE POWER TO MODERATOR 


It Is Proposed to Make Him Repre. 
sentative of Church and Allow 
Him to Visit Synods, Presby- 
eries and Other Bodies 
in the Interest of 
the Work.

Columbus, O., May 20.—After a spir- 
ited discussion during which it was 
charged that an attempt was being made 
to ®uild up a Roman Catholic hierarchy, 
the Presbyterian general assembly today 
adopted the réport of the special com- 
mittee on administrative agencies re- 
ferring to the pregbyteries’ four over- 
tures relating to changes in the form of 
government of the church, which provide 
for the establishment of executive com- 
missions-‘by the presbyteries, synods and 
general assembly, of which the modera- 
tors of the respective organization shall 
be the head. If a majority of the pres- 
byterles approve these overtures the com- 
mittee will report to the next general as- 
sembly a proposition for the executive 


- commission of the general assembly. 


Hierarchy Is Feared. 

The recommendation for the establish- 
ment of executive commissions met with 
vigorous opposition, Rev. Dr. Doremus, 
of Michigan, declaring that it was an at- 
tempt to set up a Roman Catholic 
hierarchy, and Rev. Dr. Alexander T. 
Kerr, of’ Pennsylvania, denouncing it as 
born of the spirit of oligarchy, and a 
biow at the basic ‘principles of fie church. 
The proposition found warm supporters, 
however, and a strong defense was made 
of it by the chairman of the committee, 
Rev. Dr. James D. Moffatt, president of 
Washington and Jefferson university. 

The committee, in its report, suggested 
that the general assembly's executive 
commission should consist of fifteen mem- 
bers, of which the moderator is to be the 
head, that officer being elected to serve 
for an entire year instead of during the 
Session of .the general assembly as at 
present. Under this plan any question 
except it be of a judicial nature, may 
be referred to the commission for ad- 
justment during the interim between the 
Bessions Of the assembly. 

The plan necessarily extends the pow- 
ers of the moderator, who would act as 
the representative of the church as oe- 
casion may require, visit the synods, 
presbyteries and other bodies as may be 
deemed adivisable in the interest of the 
work of the church, and counsel with 
the commission and boards of the church 
where required to do so. 

The assembly made the report the

WESTERN UNION 
DENIES STRIKE 


In regard to statements sent out from 
New York to the effect that a strike of 
20,000 union telegraph operators em- 
ployed by the Western Union and Postal 
telegraph companies is now imminent, 
General Superintendent J. Levin stated 
yesterday that he is expecting no trouble 
az his men are satisfied and have no in- 
tentions of. striking. 

The report from New York stated that 
the recent raise of 10 per cent had been 
made of no avail by new restrictions 
thrown around the men, the chief c¢om- 
plaint being made against an allegei 
provision that no man was to receive 
a raise until after a service of six 
months at a certain office, and the al- 
leged practice of the companies in shift- 
ing men so as to prevent any man’s be- 
ing able to’ get the raise. 

Mr. Levin states that the IO per cent 
raise was given to all salaried operators, 
chief operators, assistant chiefs and 
managers throughout the United States, 
and that men coming into the employ of 
the Western Union get the benefit of the 
increased wage scale from the first day 
Mr. Levin yesterday received the follow- 
ing telegram from President Clowry: 

“New York, May 20, 1907.—J. Levin, 
reports being circulated by unfriendly 
interests in reference to the attitude oi 
General Superintendent. Atlanta.—False 
this company toward its employees. No 
discharges of employees have been made 
of duty, obstructing 
traffic, insubordination or inefficiency, 
and the company proposes to continue to 
manage its own affairs and to fully pro- 
tect its faithful and efficient employees 
in the performance of their duties. The 
iarge increase in the company’s salary 
roll from March Ist aws Voluntary, and 
was fully appreciated, and the statements 
being circulated that the company was 
not sincere in giving this increase and 
is attempting to counteract it by unfair 
reductions of pay is absolutely untrue.

Two Reports on Agreement to 
Southern Assembly, 


MAJORITY IS FOR HARMONY 


But Minority Declares Southern As- 
sembly Cannot Accept Charlotte 
Arttcles of Agreement—Clash 
With Northern Presby- 
terians Over Mis. 
sionaries. 


Birmingham, Ala. May 20.—When 
the minority and majority reports were 
submitted to the general assembly to- 
day on the adoption of the Charlotte 
agreement it was agreed to allow each 
side two and cne-half hours to pre- 


sent their case. 

After that the speeches on the sub- 
ject must be confined to five minutes 
each until time for the assembly to 
take a vote on the subject. 

Debate Begins on Reports. 

The majority report of the commit- 
tee favorea the adoption of the ar- 
The speakers of the afternoon 
were the Rev. F. T. Glascow, from the 
Lexington presbytery, against the ar- 
ticles, and the Rev. J. S. Lyons, of 
Louisville, Ky., in favor of adoption. 

One of the most impressive state- 
ments of the afternoon was that of 
Rev. Mr. Lyons, when he said: 

“Tl want to say frankly that in my 
judgment the chief value of the coun- 
cil which is provided for in the ar- 
ticles is not to be found in té@* oppor- 
tunity which it offers for cultivating 
fraternal relations, or for adjusting 
occasional differences but it is the ser- 
vice which it will render as a test of 
providence. If God is leading His 
church to organic union such an op- 
portunity for meeting eye to eye as 
this council furnishes will allow us 
to ascertain it and will make it easy 
for us to safely proceed. If, on the 
other hané, it is plain that God is not 
leading us together we will beina po- 
sition where we will suffer no com- 
promise and from which we can recede 
without harm. 

“The church should stand at atten- 
tion before her great Captain. If He 
calls upon us to hold our present po- 
sition let nothing move us from it, but 
if His command is ‘Forward’ I propose 
to try to obey.” 

South Menaced by Race War. 
Tonight a meeting in the interest 
of colored evangelization was held 
and a striking address was made by 
Judge W. C. Wells, of Jackson, Miss., 
in which he treated the race problem 
at length. He precicted that within 
the next two decades a race war would 
astound the world unless the Bible 
and the grace of God intervened. 

Dr. Egbert Smith also made some 
significant remarks to the effect that 
the south is standing on the verge of 
a crater which is likely to break forth 
at any moment. The assembly passed 
a resolution calling upon all Presby- 
terian ministers to preach one sermon 
each month to negroes, 

The fourth day's session of the as- 
sembly op@&ned this morning with cevo- 
tional services led by Dr. N. Jeff Smith, 


of Georgia. A half hour was spent in 
prayer and song, and at 10 o’clock-Mod- 
erator Howerton called the fbusinesg ses- 
sion to order. 

Dr. William McF. Alexander made a 
partial report for the committee on home 
missions. It had reference to the al- 
leged interference on the part of the 
Northern Presbyterian church with mis- 


sionaries of the southern churches. The 
report contained certain correspondence

The special committee named to con- 
sider the constitutionality of the articles 
of agreement and the overtures bearing 
on closer relations of churches using the 
Presbyterian system made a majority re- 
port at 3 o'clock this afternoon. This 
committee was composed of thirteen min- 
isters and thirteen elders. It hag been 
divided, the vote standing 16 to 10 On 
every issue. Following ig the majority 
report: 

“To the General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Church in the United States: 
Your committee, to which was referred 
the articles of agreement, and the re- 
turns and overtures from the presbyte- 
ries in regard to the vote of the presby- 
teries upon said articles, begs leave to 
report: 

“lI. We have counted the vote of the 
presbyteries and find that of the seven- 
ty-nine which have made returns to the 
general assembly, fifty have voted in 
favor of the adoption of articles, twenty- 
seven have voted in favor of rejection of 
the articles and two took no action. The 
names of the presbyteries with their 
action is ag follows: 

“In favor of adopting: Maryland, Oui- 
chita. Orange, North Mississippi, East 
Alabama, Arkansas, Transylvania, Lafay- 
ette, Ethel, Eastern Texas, Tuscaloosa, 
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Fort Worth, Muhlenburg, Florida, Ebe-

“2. In our opinion the general assembly 
can adopt the articles of agreement 
without violation of the constitution of 
the church. Our reasons therefor are 
as follows: 

“Kirst. They do not contravene the let- 
ter of the constitution. 

“Second. They are in harmony with the 
spirit of the constitution. 

“Third. They are in line with the prece- 
dents made by former general assemblies. 

“Fourth. They are within the class 
of powers given to the general assem- 
bly by the constitution. 

“3 We have carefully considered all 
the overtures and papers sent up by 
the presbyteries with return of their 
votes, and find none of them requires 
an answer from this general assembly 
other than that made in this report. 

“4. We recommend that the articles 
of agreement be adopted by the gen- 
eral assembly. 

“Ss As the Presbyterian. church in 
the United. States will be entitled to 
twelve representatives in the council 
iprovided for by said articles of agree- 
ment, we recommend that the reports 
be divided into three classes of four 
members each to consist of two min- 
isters and two ruling elders. We fur- 
ther recommend that representatives 
chosen by this general assembly be 
divided into three classes to serve re- 
spectively one, two and three years, 
and that hereafter as vacancies occur

When the long line. of battleships form- 
ing the North Atlantic fleet, with the 
flag of Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans 
fiving from the masthead of the Maine, 
steamed into Hampton Roads late in “the 
afternoon of April 15 and dropped. anchor 
in two majestic columns just off the 
grounds of the Jamestown exposition, the 
real nearness of the “opening day” was 
realized with a startling suddensess. by 
the’ thousands of workmen who, having 
just finished their day's toil, stood along 
the Doardwalk on Willoughby: Boulevard 
and watched the beautiful scene. 

As the flagship was passing fortress 
Monroe the battleship Connecticut, which 
had been waiting the coming of the fleet, 
turned loose on the !-pounders in her 
bow and the sound of the salute to the 
commander of the fleet came rolling 
across the water to those ashore. 

The red spurt of fire, the puff of white 
smoke and then the roar of the report, 
at: precise intervals, fastened the eyes 
of the watchers on the anchored warship 
until a louder boom, one much closer, 
drew attention to the squatty old Texas, 
lying close in off Pine peach. That war- 
rior of Santiago was also saluting the 
arrival of “‘“Fighting Bob.’"’ 

The battleships under Admiral Evans 
came into the Roads in single column, 
and ,when they passed Old Point they 
divided and the second division, composed 
of the. Alabama, Illino!s, Kentucky, 
Kearsarge, Iowa and Indiana, came up 
and anchored in line with the Conneati- 


., cut, Maine, Virginia, New Jersey,. Mis- 


pocigg Georgia, Rhode Island and Louis- 
ana. 

The cruisers Washington and Tennessee 
are’ anchored near Fortress Monroe. No 
sooner had the Maine dropped anchor 
than she answered the salutes of the 
Connecticut and Texas. In the gather- 
ing darkness the flash Of her guns was 
plainly discernible on shore.

Annexationistsand Oppositionists' 
“Present at Meeting 


— 


DR. MASON MADE CHAIRMAN 


Many Speeches Made in Favor and 
Against Annexation with At- 
lanta at Meeting in Decatur 
Last Night, Majority Pres- 
ent Being in Favor. 


In the courthouse at Decatur last night 
a large number of citizens gathered to 
discuss the proposition to become a p&rt 
of the “Greater Atlanta,’’ the meeting 
ending with the appointment of a com- 
mittee to confer with the subcommittee. 
There were many present who favored 
annexation, and made strong speeches 
in favor of it, while there were others 
who were not quite ready to join in the 
movement without further consideration 
of the question. 

A long discussion followed the proposal 
to appoint a committee to represent De- 
catur with power to act and confer with 
the subcommittee, the point at issue be- 
ing the manner of the appointment of 
this committee. 

Dr. J. W. Mason was elected chairman, 
and S. B. McKinney secretary. The call 
for the meeting was read by J. Howell 
Bean, Dr. Mason explaining the import- 
ance of the proposition to the people of 
Decatur. 

Then came the difference over the ap- 
pointment of the committee, J. H. Green 
moving that council of Decatur appoint 
one member, the citizens one and the 
chairman of the mass meeting the third. 

After several speeches had ‘been made 
on this motion, in order to get the ques- 
tion at issue before the house, Represen- 
tative Munphy Candler moved that the 
entire matter be postponed indefinitely. 
His motion prevailed, anu then. started 
the discussion over the advisability of 
annexation with Atlanta. 

Colonel Howaru Erwin opened discussion 
by stating he was satisfied there were 
many who were ardent advocates of an- 
nexation. Speaking for himself he de- 
clared that while he had a great love for 
Decatur, that new issues were before the 
people, and that there was now a chance 
to become a part of Atlanta, and that it 
was a golden opportunity. He said that 
Decatur had a debt of $44,000, just one 
public school, streets and sidewalks. need- 
ing attention in wet weather, and the 
water rate he declared would be. douDBle 
thag of. Atlanta when the new system is 


;ecmpleted. He favored annexation, pro-. 


vided that Atlanta would give good 

schools, police protection, good streets, 

and assume the debt of Decatur. 
Wanted Committee Named. 

W. F. Patillo was in favor of the ap- 
pointment of a committee to confer, but 
personally was not sure whether Decatur 
shoulqg annex or not. He then ‘praised 
Decatur and her advantages, and said 
there were bright days ahead. He did 
not know whether Decatur wanted to g0 
to Atlanta or how badly Atlanta wanted 
Mecatur, 

T. C. Mason made the next speech 
contending that Decatur had arrived at 
that point in her growth when she needed 
the aid of Atlanta and the advantages 
the city could offer. 

Here a letter was read from N. P. 
Pratt and George Pratt regretting inabil- 


ity.to be present, and favoring annexa- 
tion, . 


J. S. Howard made first talk o sin 
annexation, Saying that the iamtes 
Should be devoted to talking “Greater 
Decatur.” He asserted that’had the peo- 
Ple of Decatur supported their council 
school houses and waterworks would 
have been had ten years earlier. 

He said it. would be illegal for Atlanta 
to provide advantages other speakers 
thought would follow annexation. 

Representative Murphy Candler opposed 
annexation. He declared he opposed it 
for personal reasons, for Decatur, and 
fer DeKalb county. He said annexation 
would not be to the advantage. of De- 
catur or Atlanta. Annexation, he as- 
Serted, was desired by Atlanta for the 
larger population it would give. If At- 
lanta wanted more population let them 
raige it, was the proposition of Mr. 
Candler. He stated that people had 
Sone to Decatur to-escape city taxation. 

“Confusion would be raised in DeKalb 
coffnty—the courthouse belongs :o De- 
Kalb, and citizens would be unable to 
agree,’ said Mr. Candler. ‘In DeKalb 
county we have. a_ prohibition law 
whereas in Atlanta and Fulton the coun- 
ty is a wet county. Endless confusion 
_—— result if such a plan were carried 
ut. 

“I am opposed to the plan to an 
Atlanta. The conveniences iaeen une 
not sufficient to even consider the ques- 
tion. As a member of the legislature | 
Shall vote against it.’’

The United States govern- 
ment has a complete set of standards 
of weights and measures, but ali the 
states have passed laws of their own, 
and, while some conform to those fix- 
ed by the general government) others 
do not. The difference in the number 
of pounds of various products to the 
bushel in the various states, for in- 
stance, is from two to eight pounds. 
The conference held a year ago, Mr. 
Cook says, appointed an executive 
committee, which has given the mat- 
ter much thought, and it was decided 
to continue this committee, which has 
been requested to prepare a bill look- 
ing to bringing about this uniformity. 
One of the principal features of this 
bill will be a provision for a state in- 
spector of weights and measures, 
whose authority is to go to the extent 
of appointing experts to examine and 
report upon electric, gas and water 
meters and see if they. are correct. A 
penalty is to be provided for using 
false weights and measures. The bill 
will also provide for oil and fertilizer 
inspection, but, as many of the states 
hawe already made provision for these 
matters, they wil] only be considered 
where no such action has been taken. 


Georgia Standards All Right. 


Secretary Cook himself suggested to 
the conference the advisability of 
adopting the standards now in use by 
the United States government on the 
ground that this course would greatly 
simplify matters. All of the present 
Georgia standards of weights and 
measures, as far as they have been 
fixed by law, are the same as those 
of. the United States. There are some 
standards which the government has 
which the state has never adopted. 
Georgia now furnishes to each county, 
at the expense cof the state, a complete 
set of standards of weights and meas- 
ures, and these are kept in the custody 
of the ordinary. Secretary Cook recent- 
ly sent out to the nine new counties 
complete sets of these standards, the 
cost to the state being $175 per set. 
Municipalities and other public asso- 
ciations may secure them by paying 
the cost of them. :

cent issue of that paper in which he 
sets forth a spectacle both paradoxi- 
cal and refreshing in these days of 
wholesale muck-raking and dishearten- 
ing political corruption—a city prac- 
tically perfect in a .political sense, 
free of the incubus of bossism and of 
the taint of those abuses which seem 
inseparable, from. the organization and 
Operation of successful political ma- 
chines. 

The municipality to which is given 
this enviable distinction is Baltimore, 
Md. To elaborate the causes which 
called into existence the ring that 
riled Baltimore for many years, work- 
ing its will with public privileges and 
iniposing its dummies on the people, 
would require extended space. It 
would, moreover, duplicate in sub- 
stance if not in detail, the history, 
past and current, of the great muni- 
cipalities of America and, in an arbi- 
trary sense, of the political govern- 
ment of the nation. For political 
methods, after all, are very similar, 
whether applied to a population of one 
million or fifty millions. 

It is sufficient to outline the prin- 
ciples by which the result .was ob- 
tained, to convey the moral of the 
lesson to our readers. And it may be 
edded that the American people, some- 
times dubious as to the progress of 
popular rule and particularly at this 
time groping in the dark for sane 
counsel, can find profit in witnessing 
what has been’ so unostentatiously 
and sticcessfully accomplished in Bal- 
timore. 

Charles H. Grasty, editor of The 
baltimore News and a leader in the 
fifteen years’ campaign which has re- 
sulted so happily, describes in detail 
how the fight was begun and won. 
Thee News made up its mind that 
publicity, to be effectual, must be per- 
sistent and not intermittent. As Mr. 
Crasty says, the public cain, tempo- 
ririly, “be lashed into indignation” by 
a series of sermons and an appeal to 
the sense of duty. Once the goad is 
withdrawn, the public returns to its 
wpathy, until the next reform spasm 
shall, for the time being, unseat it. 

First of all the press exposed the 
viclations of law upon which bossism 
ard ring-rule had built a seemingly 
indestructible machine. Libel suits 
vere instituted by the panic-strickén 
politicians. The press held its 
ground, unafraid, and acquittal fol- 
lowed. The resultant publicity 
demonstrated to the voters how they 
have been manipulated like so many 
marionettes—and it showed them 
their power and the dangers of 
apathy and demagoguery. 

Thus was the first and most impor- 
tunt battle won. Following it there 
vas publicity, merciless but just, for 
every politician and every measure 
that offered for public suffrage. It 
raattered not what political brand 
the politician or the measure bore, 
The independent press went down to 
the very bone. It exposed the.merits 
or demerits of the man and his prin- 
ciples. It did not submit to the muz- 
zle of any organization, or the plead- 
irgs of any influential leader. It dealt 
fsirly with the people, showing them 
the benefits or the harm that would 
accrue to the city from certain poli- 
c.es.

Export Tax on Heiresses. 

An export tax is rather repugnant 
to our government principles, yet 
there are certain instances where it 
might well be justified on the ground 
of expediency.

Why should we 
permit this sort of thing, it may well 
be asked, without official protest? 

“I am in earnest about this,” re- 
t:arked Paul Morton, former’-secre-

Particularly have I for a long time 
thought that a tax of some kind should 
be placed on the incomes which Amer- 
ican women carry to Europe after their 
marriages to foreign noblemen.

tration, and have opened up a way to rid 
the party of these henchmen of the pres- 
ident and give the organization and party 
machinery into the thhands of those who 
are opposed to the policy of the adminis- 
tration or the dictation by the president 
of the next nominee of the grand old 
party.

Dictation Declared Wrong. 

“This dictation by the president is 
wrong and has a tendency to degrade 
every honest man who is allied with if, 
besides it is in a great degyee detri- 
mental to the chances of an honest ex- 
pression of sentiment in the selection of 
delegateg to the national convention. The 
recent visit of Assistant Postmaster 
General F. H. Hitchcock to South Caro- 
lina, Georgia and Florida and the selec- 
tion by the president of ex-Senator Ma- 
rion Butler, of North Carolina, to round 
up the delegates from the southern states 
engenders discord and leaves the impres- 
sion that offices are to be traded for 
delegates; that delegates are to be tagged, 
and a man whose home jis in North Car- 
olina and who has but recently been na- 
tional chairman of a different party, es- 
pousing different principles, an agitator 
of the black and lily white issue, igs to 
deliver the goods. 

“So far as the ‘black and lily white” 
issue ig concerned, it can never material- 
ize in any section of this great country, 
nor is this the first time it has been 
tried. The only way to solye this prob- 
lem is to recognize both, as has been 
the case from Grant's adiministrations to 
she present. including the administrations 
of Cleveland, who recognized tMe ‘black’ 
element of his party. This issue is not 
the trouble -with the southern republi- 
cans, but the lifelong federal officeholder 
and the failure of the administration to 
recognize the men who differ with the 
present organizations as manipulated by 
these officeholders is the rock which 
splits the republicans of the south.

FORCED LEGISLATION 


Serious Charges Made in Resola- 
tions—Columbus Wins Nest Bi- 
ennial—Delegates Were Very 
Much Pleased With the 
Treatment Received 
While in City. 


After adopting a red-hot resolution 
denouncing the action of Speaker Cannon 
in his attitude toward organized labof, 
and opposing his reelection to that po- 
sition; selecting Columbus, Ohio, as the 
next convention city; electing the grand 
executive board and the appointing of 
the board of insurance, the convention 
of the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen 
adjourned sine die at 4 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. 


Many of the delegates left the city last 
night, but the grand lodge officers re- 
mained in the city, and will not leave 
before tonight or tomorrow. 

Grand Master Morrissey stated last 
night that the conventfon just elosed had 
been an epoch-making one forthe or- 
der. He felt sure that the trip south had 
had the effect of creating a favorable 
impression on southerners, and that the 
brotherhood would receive many applica- 
tion for membership from this section. 

The convention meant much to Atlan- 
ta in a financial way. It is conserva- 
tively estimated that the delegates spent 
$100,000 during their two.weeks’ stay in 
this city. There was absoluteiy no dis- 
order during the convention. All of the 
delegates attended strictly * to business; 
there was not a single case of drunken- 
ess, and the police, one and all, state 
they have yet to meet a more genle- 
manly lot of men. 

Cannon Is Condemned. 

The adoption of the resolution con- 
demning Speaker Cannon was decideuy 
the most important thing, from a politt- 
cal point of view, that was done during 
the two weeks the trainmen were in ses- 
sion. P 

For some time the trainmen haye had 
their knives sharpened for Uncle Joseph 
on account of his arbitrary rulings on 
all matters affecting the Interest of la-

Oppose Asiatic Immigrants. 


Another important resolution was 
that opposing the indiscriminate 
stream of immigrants now flowing 
into this country, particularly Asi- 
atics. 

The cooperation of the brotherhood 
is pledged in another resolution in 
the matter of securing anti-injunc- 
tion legislation. 

The legislative representative of the 
brotherhood at Washington is f[n- 
lstructed to watch the operation of the 
sixteen-hour law enacted by congress 
and if it does not. prove adequate, 
the trainmen are on Record as favor- 
ing its proper amendment. 

Oppose Telephone Orders. 

The practice of issuimg train “orders 
by telephone—especiaily on _ single- 
track roads—is deprecated in a reso- 
lution bearing on that subject. It is 
pointed out how mistakes in under- 
standing the order may occur and ac- 
cidents follow. 

Other resolutions of interest are: 
against the incorporation of any labor 
organization; against injunction by 
federal judges; the re-enactment of a 
former resolution opposing child la- 
bor, and against any law looking to 
compulsory arbitration of labor dis- 
putes, but favoring voluntary. arbi- 
tration. 

Columbus Wins Convention. —_

Good observers professed to see some evi- 
cence of liquidation in the selling, part 
Of it induced by the decline tiself. The 
large Preportion of the dealings were ad- 
mittedly in professional hands still. There 
was clear evidence also that the hands 
which were operating with renewed vigor 
in stocks were carrying on parallel oper- 
ations in the wheat market. Thig is a 
very usual coupling of sepculative activi- 
ties, offering more logical arguments for 
Selling of securities, especially of thy 
granger railroads. The granger railroads 
were, in fact, quite conspicuous in the 
eelling of today, and it was common bde- 
lief that some of the principal selling or- 
ders in the stock market’ came Tl 
houses with important grain market con- 
nections. The selling from these sources 
were not confined tothe grangers, and 
that group of stocks had some factors to 
contend with in addition to the bad crop 
reports. With this qualification it was 
true that the weakness of stocks origi- 
nated from operations by the same inter- 
ests as did the strength in wheat. The 
bi-latertal campaign was furthered ef- 
fectively by the publication of a crop es- 
timate by an expert in the service of the 
commission houses, in which a smaliicr 
Outturn of winter wheat was predicted 
than has been nameu by other authorities 
heretofore. The speculation for the de- 
| cline received a considerable impetus from 
the news of government activitities at 
Washington. The special weakness of 
the Hill stocks was traceable to the re- 
port from Washington that inquiry into 
the relations of these companies to th;3 
Burlington railroad was to be aggres- 
sively extended. The contents of the re- 
port of the bureau of corporations on the 
Standard Oil Company was a companion 
influence, as the principles there formu- 
lated reckoning of reasonableness on 
charges for services by public corpora- 
tions were regarded as. widening indefi- 
ritely the problem of rates to be charged 
by railroads, as they might be controlled 
by the government. The question of 
financial needs of corporations and the 
Cemands on the money market, which 
might be made necessary on these ac- 
counts, were a continued influence jn 
the depression of securities. Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit was immediately affected 
by Saturdavy’s announcement of addi- 
tional bond issues by subsidiary compa- 
nies. A number of other stocks were af- 
fected by specific rumors of similar 
transactions to be met in the early fu- 
ture. A strong exception to the tend ot 
the market was Consolidated Gas. This 
stock was quite buoyant on the circum- 
stantial rumors in circulation ti at the 
| forthcoming judicial decision in the suit 
‘against the 80-cent gas law was to be 
in favor of the company. The rise jin 
Consolidated Gas was of only tempo- 
rary effect on the general list. The spe- 
cial weakness in Union Pacific, as well 
as. in the Hill stocks looked to Washing- 
ton for its inspiration. Holidays abroad 
ieft this market without reflection from 
that quarter and made a dull day also in 
the foreign exchange market. Condi- 
ticns in that market were held near the 
gold export point, but without any actual 
steps being taken to that end. Last 
prices of stocks were about the lowest 
of the day, and represented some severe 
declines in the special weak features. 

A break in the United Steel's 2ds was 
the feature of the bond market, attrib- 
uted to rumors, which were denied, of ar 
intended note issue by the corporation.

It Ils now a 
broad cotton market, in which the pub- 
lic is largely interested, but the fac- 
tors at work, namely the high con- 
sumption, the crop damage and the 
continuous appreciation in the prices of 
all commodities resulting from the in- 
crease] production of gold will be in- 
fluences, in my opinion, something more 
than ephemeral in their effect.
